With $175,000 worth of boats build- 
ing at the yards of thu Cuniuron Lum- 
l)ur company for the northern trade- 
shipbuilding in A'ictoria is rushing at 
present. The supremacy of this ])urt 
as shipbuilding cenlro is indicated 
Ijy niuj fact that whllu these vessels 
aro now in course of construction hero 
all that Vancou^■er can boast of is a 
sixty-foot launch now being built at 
that city. 

Tlireo sternwlieelers, two for the G. 
T. P., one for Foley, Welch & Stewart, 
railway contractors, and a screw 
steamer for Capt. Butler and the 
Bracknian-Ker company arc now on 
tho stocks at the Cameron ijumber 
company's yard, and it is likely that a 
second boat for C^pt. Butler and the 
Bracltniah-Ker comi»aiiy.>;i(vIU be laki 
down In a'-'sUort' tltne^ ' Tlie friimea for 
the four, boats artfln place' and planlc- 
ing. has' commenced.'.' . 

The two boats loi* the Grand TrunU 
Pacific company .will be of tho stern 
wheel 'ty^e,. and similar iu construc- 
tion to the Distributor built last year 
for tho G, T. P. and the Port Simpson, 
built for the Hudnon's Hay company for 
freight trallic ijurposea on tlio Skeena 
river. Each boat will be ICO feet over 
all and 13C feet on the water line.

Tlie fourth vessels now under way is 
iK'ing built for Capt. Butler and tho 
Brackpian-Ker company. Slie will bo 
driven by a ■ "ow and will b(! 113 
feet in length, feet beam and 7 feet 
6 inches drou.s..c. The frames aro uj) 
and planking has commenced. Slio 
will be engaged in the general freight- 
ing trade on the Fraser river and otlier 
northern waters. Her capacity will be 
about 250 tons dead weight and her 
cost $25,000. "W. J. Stephens is super- 
iniJndlng her construction. She will 
be ready for tho fall trade and it fs 
possible that as soon as slie is com- 
pleted and launched another vessel 
of tho yainc type will be laid down by 
tlie .same owners. Tho Ramsay Ma- 
cliine company liere are manufacturing 
tho auxiliary machinery, while the 
boilers and the main engine will be 
manufactured by the Ross, Duncan 
company of Glasgow. 

In the boat being built for Foley, 
Welch & Stewart the engine will be 
that taken from the old Caledonia, 
while the boilers will be supplied by 
the Poison Iron Works of Toronto. The 
lumber for all four vessels is supppUcd 
by tho Cameron Lumber company.

The Royal Trust 
Company, of Montreal Is the trustee 
of bonds; the transfer agent and regis- 
trar Is the Montreal Trust & Deposit 
Company and the Bank of Montreal, 
the bankers.

Col. Prior decried tlio spirit which 
will allow a community to jog along in 
a liappy-go-iucky .style, careless of the 
future. A community must citlier pro- 
gress or fall back. Unless the people 
on the outside are shown wliat tlie Is- 
land of Vancouver iiossesses, its pros- 
))erity will be sliort-lived. That ivas 
why the Development League was 
formed. Some one might say tliat if a 
large number of people are attracted 
hltlier he will have to sell and get out. 
Increase of jjopulatlon means more 
l)usiness, more worlv and more mater- 
ial benellts. When the results of tho 
"boo.stlng" being done by the residents 
of Vancouver and Seattle aro seen the 
beiielit.s of a similar jioiicy here can be 
appreciated. Some may say tliat they 
do not like the idea of "boosting." 
Weil, Col. Prior asserted, such metliods 
may be different from those In vogue 
in tho Old Country, but on this side of 
the water when a pcoplo have any- 
thlng to sell or opportunities to offer 
and there aro tiiousands looking for 
Just those same opportunities,-^ then tho 
"booster" Is tlie right kind of an In- 
dividual, "What Victoria wants is to 
see tlVe tramways running every wiiero 
into the suburbs. Which will grow in 
liopulatlon and eventually there will 
1)0 a greater Victoria. 

Appeals for Funds 
Col. Prior referred to Mr. Chapman 
in most complimentary terms, saying 
that lie would show that Victoria 
cannot do better than fallow In thci 
footsteps of other cities wlilcli have 
frit tho benellts arising from an ag- 
gressive and cntliusiastic campaign of 
publicity. He urged that the citizens 
of Victoria would furnish tlic noces- 
sar.v funds to carry on tho work. A 
good commonconiont had already been 
made, but it is not right tliat tho work 
should fail upon tlie slioulders of four 
or five men wlien there should be many 
volunteers ready to carry on tho can- 
vassing. The reHi)onse from tlio busi- 
ness men of Victoria lias boon good, 
but everyone in the community should 
contribute tho the ladies should use 
tlieir inliuenco to induce tiielr male 
folk to Join tlie movement. 

Col. Prior believed that there will 
be from a half to one million strangers 
visit Victoria this year. All of them 
will carry away some impression of 
Victoria. As an old Victorian of thirty- 
years' residence, lie iileaded witli 
everyone to help. Tho town Is grow- 
ing, but not as it should. If any 
could not give money there could at 
least bo good work done in other di- 
rections. Grounds can bo kept clean, 
fences can bo painted and generally 
things put In :i neat and attractive 
condition. "Boost for this splendiii 
little city of ours," asked Col. Prior

Admiral .^-cott advocated a new 
two-power staridard in airships as 
well as in Dreadnoughts, and he men- 
tioned incidentally that the navy has 
designed a gun, wliich, at a distance 
of six thousand 'feet, could be ex- 
ceedingly destructive, to airships.

I I'NCENDIARY SPEECHES 

^French Capital is Much Alarmed Over 
Utterances at Labor Meeting- 
Memories of Commune 



Paris, April 5. — The newspapers of 
Paris show general alarm this morn- 
^Ing at the speeches delivered at the 
'workmen's meetlnpr yesterday under 
the ausplce.s of the revnlutioniiry labor 
orRanlzatlon.s to ronnulate a plan of 
campaign agLiln.st the ^'iivernment. 

They refer parliciilariy to the agree- 
ment o£ a large section of the state 
employees to make common cause with 
the trades unionises and the appoint- 
ment of a secret coninilttee empowered 
to call strikes. 

Public opinion Is rapidly becoming 
terrified, the papers declare, at the be- 
lief that ai bloody Insurrection Is Im- 
inent and the statements of some of 
the speakers that the proletariat would 
rather right than work In the event of 
a war Is regarded as a particularly 
alarming prediction. 

As long as in Paris there was a ma- 
jority of the .sane thinking among the 
working class, the danger of a renewal 
of the days of the (.:(inununo was ob- 
viated. Thi:i ]!re!)on(U,'rinico was en- 
sured by the large number of qovurn- 
meut employees maintained In Paris 
and its environs. 

Tho socialistic sentiments has made 
ground in the capital, as was pointed 
out by the recdnt strike of the govern- 



ment telegraph operators and postmen, 
and that event has shaken tho con- 
viction that never again would tho 
days of the Commune be renewed. An 
emeuto is no longer imposalblo. 

The Journal dcs Debats warns tho 
government that the country is facing 
anarchy. "AVe are witncsning," this 
paper says, "preparations for a revolu- 
tionary uprising, which are going on 
under tho eye of a government that 
cither does not know, or dares not to 
stop the agitation." 



AIR LINE TO VANCOUVER 



Vice-President Chambcrlin Speaks Of 
' .Grand Trunk Pacific Con- 
nection 

Vancouver, B. C„ April ii. — R. ,T. 
Chamborlln, general manager of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, announced Sat- 
urday night before leaving for the north 
that an air line would he built to Van- 
couver involving the abandonment of 
the proposed north and Soutli branch 
lino now roughly surveyed from the 
vicinity of Fort Gcorpe on tho main 
line. 

It will reach Jicre from tho northeast. 
Tho northern junction will be at a 
point on tho main line near Yellovv- 
hoad Pass. Mr. Ohamberlln added: 

"I think I am safe in asserting that 
when our trains run into Vancouver 
they win follow: a line which for low 
grades and sliprtj haul .cannot bo sur- 
passed."

other places; in tliees hives ot liulusiry 
you see those foreigners usuriJing tho 
places of the white race of both sex. 
1 have hoard It argued that white people 
cannot bo procured lo do the work, but 
one 'has only to look and think, and then 
must conclude thai, in a general sense, 
tills Is not so. See tho number of nion 
walking the struets looking for work, 
and occasional n vertisements asking 
for employment at only a living wagu, 
al! this docs not point to tho fact that 
whlto labor is scarce. No sir, it is not 
so, only give these men a fair clianco 
to take thoir places In tho struggle of 
life and you wSU^soo that they are here, 
ready and Willing to do the wov.k, lui'l 
to which, they, as British aubjccts, have 
a right to the prcferoncc. It soema to 
me, that you, sir, as editor, and lo 
whom the general public look to 'jrlng 
strongly btfore tlie notice of the "pow- 
ers that bo," should tako>jthls matter up, 
which I venture to thlnK' i*' dfesiifflcl- 
cntly public Interest,- before It ia too 
lato, for assuredly a few years more will 
see this city practically being "run" by 
those same Orientals! Take a walk 
down Chinatown and see tlio young gen- 
eration, male and female, and Just im- 
agine what It will bo in, say another 
fifteen dr twenty years. 

I noticed an announcement In your 
evening coiitenipi)rary, of April 2nd, that 
tho City Council are lo be a.sked to ini- 
poKO a hl(Tlier license fee on ChincHo 
peddlars. This, I think, is a stop In 
the right direction, and is, of course, 
brought forward for the purpose of pro- 
tecting tlio slorekeepors and whoso ex- 
penses are necessarily high. In my hum- 
ble opinion, tlie public do not (as they 
tldiik) benefit directly by purchasing 
from this class, and if they wu'.ild only 
consldor the future thoy wouhl surely 
not encourage those peddiarii by ex- 
changing good money for their wareii, 
for only a. vory small portion of the 
money so accuiniilnlcd is circulated in 
the city but is sent away, or talcen, to 
the "rlowery land." So that I think our 
"city fathers" shouUI give tho said po- 
tilion tlieir mOHl serious consideration, 
and also boar In mind their own raei; 
when wanting labor, elllior for the work 
of tho city or their private needs. 

A short time ago I saw a para- 
graph In a paper to tho otfoct that the 
Now Zealand government (which ii: 
one of the most progressive govcrii- 
monts In tho world) had .adopted a new 
p!a.n-to check tho Influx of Chinese into 
that country, and thi.f will. I thinl;. 1)Q 
a great deal more effecllve than ih.:- !ive 
hundred dollar poll lax (wliicli Ik in 
vogue there also). The new plan l.s that 
all Chinese arriving in the Dominion 
shall undorgn a readin.g test, that tho 
customs authorities .shall place before 
the new arrivals: so many columns of 
reading matter in the Engll.sh language, 
(this to bo chosen l)y llie cu.stoms au- 
thorities) and If they fall to read till:; 
correctly they will be deported. Thi.^, 
I venture to say, will stop them, for an 
exceedingly small perccnlago arc able 
to read English, and also Und it very 
difficult to learn. Tills plan I would 
respectfully commend to the notlci; ol 
tho roprosentativc member for Victoiia, 
as tho present system Is not etfectlv... 
not that the average alien has live hun- 
dred dollars when he arrives in this 
country, but I am told that their coun- 
trymen hero pay the toll tor tlieni and 
they then jeconie their sdaves until ^uch 
time as thcv have worked out the debt. 
Now, sir. I could say a good deal more 
upon this subject but am afraid of 
trespassing too much upon your valu- 
able space, but I would earnestly com- 
mend this serious qiiostlon to your no- 
tice and trust Home more of your read- 
ers win take up the matter which I 
honestly believe to bo of vory groat im- 
portance.

LAST NIGHT'S MEETING. ' :.y 

. ' The publicity meetins held In the 
Victoria theatre last evnnlng: was well 
attended and very successful. The 
speeches wero to the point ana cvolccU 
many expressions of eiithusia.sm. That 
great eootl will result from It seems 
:,.vto be beyond all question. 

We urge the people oj "Victoria to 
give their hearty support to this pul)- 
llclty campaign. Ii' It is successfully 
carried out it moans very much for 
lis alL Therefore all persons ought 
to assist In It to the best , of their 
ability. 

The occasion is an exceptional one. 
Never had Victoria such an opportun- 
ity o£ making her advantages known 
as this summer wlU afford, but to 
accomplish anything worth wlille wlii 
. call for the expenditure of considerable 
.inpney, and this the people must 
'supply. 

NAVAL\ defence; 

■ In commenting upon the debate In 
the House of Commons a week ago 
yesterday on naval defence, we said 
It. was unfair to draw any conclusions 

•lironi the necessarily brief synopsis of 
the remarks of those who participated 
In It. This Implied that, when fuller 
. reports camo to hand, we would glvo 
Colonist readers a more accurate Idea 
of whiBt was said. Wo, are able to do 
BO this morning. Mr. Foster, who open- 
ed the debate, developed his ideas In 
definite iorm at the close oC his re- 
marks. He laid down the following 
;j proppaltiona: 

■ That naval protection Is necessary 
and that it must be provided either 
by Canada alone or In cooperation 
with the Mother Country. 

S!'£.lWHiIe,.a«i,poilby,.of Aooptrlbutipn- .toi- 
the British navy, whether in the form 
of cash or a warship now and then, 
would not necessarily interfere with 
Canadian autonomy, ho thought a 

;;'sqlieme . oughtyto be devised which 
would preserve tlie rights of local con- 
trol. 

At the outset the Canadian navy 
would have to be based upon British 
.ships manned by British officers and 
men; but it "should be complemented 
by' Canadian ships, manned by Cana- 
dian officer.s and men and built In 
Canadian shipyards. ' 

That in a general way Canada's pol- 
icy should be' "to adopt the first line of 
defence by a coast line and harbor de- 
fence by small vessels at first which 
should make the attack of the ram- 
bling, raiding- cruiser 'a doubtful and a 
dangerous one, which would ward off 
the first brunt until more sufficient 
aid could be brought into force it the 
Invading force were a menacing one." 

Mr. Foster urged promptness in 
whatever line of action should bo 
taken and .he promised for the Con- 
servatives that they would stand by 
the government if it was deemed ad- 
visable under the particular clrcum- 
.stances to make a( direct grant of 
money to the British government or 
to bui!d one or more Dreadnoughts. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurler, who followed 
Mr. Foster, said he agreed with him 
in the position that the subject sliould 
be approached not from the stand- 
point of Canada alone, but from that 
of the Vrfhole Kinpiro. Ho took a 
strong ground against any cash con- 
tribution.s to tiu! British government, 
lie claimed that tlie inerea.so In tiic 
militia o.Npendilurcs from two and a 
iialf millions in lOO'J to six and a 
Jialf millions in 190S was a conlribu- 
tlon to Imi)orial defence, especially a.s 
It Involved the taking over of Esriui- 
malt and Halifax. This expenditure 
has enabled Canada to nrin and drill 
a force of 50,000 iiieii. We (luote: 

"In the development of naval de- 
fences, I admit that wo are altogether 
behind the limes. Engaged as we have 
been in works of peac.-, VvC- have 
delayed and put off tlie development 
of our navy. But, sir, I agree with 
ilr. Foster that wo should under- 
take this work also, and undertake it 
Immediately. 

"But upon what lines we should do 
It? Upon tiu! lines, I repeat, of our 
own action — of undertaking to do for 
ourselves with respect to a navy what 
• we have done vvltli respect to the mlli- 
tlo. I think we should cnmmenco to 
establish the nucleus of a navy." 

Discuasing what steps Canada ought 
to take, ho said that in 1002 the Idea 
v.-hich found most favor was the es- 
tcbiishmont of trnlning ships, but at 
the conference of 1907 stress was laid 
upon the. nocosalty. -oil providing for 
the defence of oiir' sea harbors. In 
regard to the militia Sir Frederic!: 
Borden liad consiilted the War Olllco 
and arranged the land force upon a 
plan agreed upon, and in rpgar'd to 
navel defence ' ' "we ■'should - cbn - 
Kult v.'ilh the Brltisii government, "and 
aflor we have or.iranhicd a i)lun, \vn 
should carry It out in Canada with 
'our own resources and out of our own 
monoy." In regavfl to the Gorman 



menacG, ho said that "if it bo true 
th&t Germany, ig^ organizing In the 
6oue, no British ;:Bub]oct can afford to 
bo Indifferent," "but he did not think 

the dango-r imminent. He added that 
tile Brltisii government had replied 
to, New Zealand's offer of a Dread- 
^iou^ht)i: pM^ its acceptance. 

This''' bears' 'ou't .'tho siiggestlon made 
by us when first treating of this mat- 
tor, namely, that S|r Wilfrid spoko 
after consultation with the British 
eovornment, and employed language 
purposely designed to avoid raising 
nny feeling in Gerrhany. We quote 
nsaln: 

"But although I do not boliovo that 
the danger Is imminent, I have no hes- 
itation in sayinjg it would be foils' to 
sleep in a sense of tho fullest se- 
curity, "^'igilance and eternal vigilance, 
must bo tho watchword, today, not only 
■In England hut In •Canada, and', ev.ery 
other part of the Brrtlsh' Empire."' '' 

Mr. 13orden said lie approved of the 
position taken by the Premier, but sur- 
gestod some changes in the resolution 
as presented by ;SlrvWIlfrId>Ijaurler^^^^ 
timendment to Mr. Foster's motloni arid 
these changes were made accordingly. 
One of tlicse was the omission of any 
reference to what had been done at 
Halifax and Esquimalt.. He declared 
tho question to bo top: big for party 
strategy, and said that- "this is a time 
to tell the people of the Empire and 
tile world what wo propose to do." The 
resolutions as they were adopted were 
us follows, the earlier report of them 
having given them as they were Intro- 
duced by the Premier. In their pres- 
ent shape they give the unanimous 
opinion of tile House of Commons: 

Tills House fully recognizes the 
duty of tho people of Canada, as they 
increase in numbers and wealth, to as-' 
sumo in larger measure, tho responsi- 
bilities of national defence: 

Tiie House Is of opinion that under 
the present constitutional relations be- 
tween the Mother Country and the 
self-governing dominions, the payment 
of regular and periodical contribtttiphs 
to the Imperial tr.easunr for navarahd 
military purposes would not, so' far as 
Canada Is concerned, bo the most sat- 
isfactory, aolutlon' of the question of 
defence: • • 

■This House will cordially approve of 
any necessary expenditure designed to 
j)romote the speedy organization of a 
Canadian naval .service in co-operation 
with, and lri^close relation to, the Im- 
perial navy,, along the lines suggested 
by tlie "Admlraity at the last Imperial 
Conference; and in full sympathy with 
the viow ijiat the naVal' supremacy of 
Britain' is^essehtiat '>t6 the' security of 
commerce, the' safety- .of the Empire 
and the peace of the'^wbrld:^ 

This House expresses its^.ltrm con- 
viction that whenever' the need arises 
the Canadian people will be found 
ready and willing to make any sacri- 
^Icei that Is required to glvo to the Im- 
perial authorities the most loyal and 
hearty co-operation in every move- 
ment for the maintenanco of the in- 
tegrity' and- tt>o 'honor of the Empire. 

The Eastern' press of both sides of 
politics seeins.to bo. pleased with .^bo 
result of the debate, with the excep- 
tion of the Montreal Witness, which 
thinks that pressure was brought to 
bear from some quarter upon both 
sides of the House to prevent anything 
like a distinct challenge to Germany. 
Tho Hamilton Siiectator, one of the 
most pronounced sui)porters of the 
Conservative party, seems to be great- 
ly pleased with the result. It says: 

We congratulate Sir Wilfrid Laurler 
upon the loyal, patriotic stand he has 
taken In this matter; we congratulate 
Hon. Mr. Foster upon the fact that it 
was updii his initiative the important 
question ;was thus opportunely brought 
before the House; and -we congratulate 
the rank and flle of both political par- 
ties in the House upon their good sense 
in treating the Issue as a national 
ratlier th.an as a party one. 

For our.'jelves wo remain much of 
the same opinion as we were when re- 
ferring to the debate in the Rr^t in- 
stance. As far his wOrda go it was ad- 
mirable. The Interesting thing Is as 
to how far these brave words will bo 
crystallized Into action. Upon this 
point we are content to wait until the 
Government has had an opportunity 
to develop its policy. Tho Toronto 
Star is advised that tiiree of the min- 
isters will go to London immediately 
after tho session to consult with the 
Admiralty. Until they have done so 
and reported, criticism would be out of 
])laoe. We can only add that the peo- 
ple of this part of Canada expect 
prompt and effective co-operation with 
the Britiali Government. ' 



A PAPER OF INTEREST. 

Jti the .Strand Magazine Is a new 
feature known as the "Overseas Em- 
I)ire Supplement,' which was begun in 
the April number. It promises to be 
\'cry interesting and useful.. This ref- 
erence Is not for tho purpose of draw- 
ing attention to the new departure on 
t:i,: i)art of this excellent publication, 
but to make special mention of tlio 
opening artielu, which is to be one ot 
a series. It Is entitled "The National 
Kvolution of Canada," and the writer 
of it is that tried Canadian states- 
man. Sir Charles Tupper, Bart. No 
one is more competent to deal with this 
important question than the distin- 
guished baronet, who may say to him- 
self . in that connection what Caesar 
sniJ of himself In another connection: 
"All of it I saw and part of it I was." 
Ah far as we know tiio story ot tlio 
stops leading up to Confederation has 
iu:ver been told in succinct narrative 
stylo, and Sir Charles has done it with 
a sfaphlc pen and with a modesty 
of reference to himself, which err.s, it 
at all, on the score of injustice to Ms 
own consijicuous jiart in that great 
drama. It is satisfactory to note that 
in his reforonce to the inauguration of 
the Canadian Faclflc Railway he makes 
a moderate claim for himself. Tiio 
Colonist has on several occasions made 
reference to the , fact that tho part 
played by Sir Charlie's 'in 'this great 
undertalcing has been*' sbniowhat' over- 
shadowed, by. the. praise bestowed upon 
hla colleague and leader. Sir John Mac- 



donald. If wo should say that Sir 
Charles has not done himself quite full, 
Justice in what he^hasjnpw/'made pub- 
lic we think those who' are famlilar 
with the unwritten history of the rail- 
way win concede it to be true. Never- 
theless the reader ot this article loses 
notlilLig because ot this; it is tho autlior 
of it who has that experience. Wo hope 
that Sir Charles has prepared memor- 
anda covering more fully , this part of 
Canadian history than he would fe^el 
like doing in a paper ot the kliid 
kind now under consideration. 

All iCnnadians, and especially all 
young' ■Canadians, ought to read this 
brief yet comprehensive sketch ot tlie 
evolution of their country. Tho bet- 
ter we understand tho affairs of Can- 
ada the better will - wo be able to 
appreciate the labors of the men who 
founded tlie Dominion, the breadth of 
tiie foundations which they laid and 
the possibilities in tho way of a super- 
structure that were erected therefrom. 



THE PRINCE RUPERT SALE. 

The first sale ot lots at Pfliice' Ru- 
pert has been fixed for May 25th and 
It win be continued until May liDth, and 
2,400 lots, one halt belonging to the 
province and one. half to, tho ralltyay^ 
company, will be Offered. ' The stilo 
will take place in Vancouver. This is 
very mucli better than holding it at 
Prince Rupert, where the accommo- 
dations for visitors are necessarily lim- 
ited. It Is announced that the next 
sale will probably bo in Victoria, and 
that sales will be held elsewhere In 
the province. In choosing tho lots to 
be sold selections will be made from 
every part of the townslte. The de- 
cision reached has been tho result ot 
much negotiation, the company, it is 
said, having desired at one time to 
offer tho lots in Montreal. There 
would have naturally been many ob- 
jections to such a course, and possibly 
tho company was not very anjdous to 
have It adopted.. '

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LICENSED PEDDLERS. 

A petition being circulated In re- 
gard to the licensing ot persons to 
peddle vegetables and other commodi- 
ties In the city. We suppose It is ex- 
pressly directed against Chinese itin- 
erant vendors. The petition asks tor 
an lncrea.se In the license fee and tiie 
more ..'rlgidr^lnspection of r the places 
where comm"od'iti& peddled are stored. 
AVc think the matter calls for consid- 
eration by the municipal authorities. 
We are not greatly impressed with 
the advantage of increasing the fee. 
If this Is raised, the Chinese peddlers 
win simply add tho amount to tho 
price ot what they sell, and tiiey may 
be trusted to add enougti. But we aro 
greatly impressed with tho aspect of 
the case from a sanitary point of 
view. If it is true that Chinamen 
keep their vegetables In their sleep- 
ing quarters, as tho petition alleges, 
tliat sort of thing should be stoijpod 
instantly. Indeed, we go further and 
say that the peddling of any conunodl- 
tles that VLTv. kejit in unsanitary places 
should be strictly prohibited. Wo rec- 
ognize the convenlcnct' of having a 
Chinaman come to tlie Ijacic door in 
the morning with ills lettuce, his cab- 
bage, his radishes ond other garden 
truck. We suppose that some people 
find It convenient to buy certain arti- 
cles of dry goods from Chinese ped- 
dlers; but If there- is reason to believe 
that these commodities are kept in 
close bedrooms and dirty caiiina, it is 
decidedly wrong to permit tliem to bo 
peddled, and housekeepers will have to 
put up with whatever inconvenience 
may arise from stopping auoh a prac- 
tice. We urge the City Council to 
give the subject matter ot'tbe petition 
their best consideration when it comes 
before them. 





A contemporary ask.? it Canadians 
realize the privilege they enjoy in be- 
longing to the British Empire. We 
should say that most of them do. It 

then asks If Canadians appreciate the 
responsibility which that privilege car- 
ries with it, and we think the answer 
is that they are beginning to.

rallway.s and trolley lines. The latter 
0),enod up the ountry wonderfu y. 
Thov gave tlie tranapurtation faeili- 
llcs'that wore requlroa by the .settler 
tlu">G d"^-s. All that was wanted was 
two" rails, a wlro above It containing 
.some "juice" and some rolling stock. 
With these the advancement of the 
district concerned was assured. From 
what .he had learned there would bo 
no dlfflotilty ln gettlhg the -julco on 
Vancouver island. If there was all that 
was necessary was that the Island 
Developinent Icaguo be placed on tlio 
wlro and all the "juice' 'needed would 
be obtained. (Laughter.) At any rate, 
that was his liTipresslon Ironi what 
he had seen of that body. (Applause.) 

After telling of the remarkable 
growth of sumo of the fruit growing 
districts across tho line, where farm- 
er.s "drew down" from $5,000 to $50,- 
OUu .1 year and only spent their money 
in cards to play penucklc, ho stated 
that the people were only awaking 
to their, possibilities. Ho reiterated that 
that there ■was about to bo an Invasion 
of thousands. Those on their way 
wore not of tho class that expected 
to get something tor nothing, to secure 
a fortune by wishing. They were not 
men "with a wisli-bonn but men of 
bnck-bono." (Laughter and applause.) 
They were the kind that were being 
appealed to and tho kind that would 
really asalst in building up tho coun- 
try and the Empire. (Applause.) 
Movement in Oregon. 

M. Chapman told of a recent moot- 
ing In Portland. That gathering, ho 
said, had nearly exploded with en- 
thusiasm. The reason was that tho 
speakers and others preaotit we>:e those 



who Imd felt the effects of systematic 
publicity. Many had subscribed $5,000 
for twd years. In starting the cam- 
paign the most prominent business 
mep:had given from one to two hours 
a day towards helping the work. As a 
result. In . seven days no less than 
$102,000 had been raised by tho citi- 
zens.- And,.,only ..a comparative few 
had been a]^prpech'(td:: td.'lep'l financial 
'ittld. There haa'been a gteat cry from 
the rank and file, who claimed that 
they hadn't a chance to "get Into tho 
game." Such was the spirit of unity 
which prevailed in Oregon's chief city 
and In the state as a whole at pres- 
ent. Five or six years ago everyone's 
hand had been against tho other. That 
was past. 

If he guaged the spirit of Victorians 
he felt that they believed that the 
genuine settler was more of an asset 
than tho city "pot hunter." (Applause.) 
Tho interests of the Island and of 
Victoria wore Indisaollubly associated. 
Locally in Portland, the talk was a 
population of 500,000 but among the 
business men the sentiment rather fa- 
vored a 3,000,000 state. That, he was 
sure, was tho light in which Vic- 
torians viewed tho situation. 

But Mr. Chapman said that starting 
the publicity campaign In Portland had 
not been "boor and skittles." At llrst 
there were but twenty-six subscribers. 
Some had said that the effect of en- 
couraging immigration would be tho 
raising of assessments, which they 
didn't want. Othca-.s had cried out 
that they didn't want strange ])eoplu 
or foreign capital because they wanted 
to. keep things to themselves. But tho 
sentiment gradually had changed un- 
til' now It was the reverse. The peo- 
ple, couldn't lino up fast enough and 
found It. hard to And words to satis- 
factorily praise tho work"and progress 
and eagerly lent their time and "spent 
their money in helpl'n'g It along. 

.. The "Human Dynamo." 
• The same, he felt, was tho state of 
affairs In Victoria. The 'Board of Trade 
had proved itself a far-sighted and an 
enterprising institution. Its presi- 
dent, Simon Lci.scr — Old Bo.ister him- 
self and his pcr.sunaiity a hunuui dy- 
namo"— ,was laln-irlng- like n 'J'rojan. 
(Laughter and aijplauso.) "\Vhy," .Mr. 
Chapman oontinued, ".Mr. Leiser Is a 
double-barrulled Tom Itichardsoii and 
he's our i)rofos.sional advertiser." 
He had seen the local subscription list 
and the results of tho efforts thus 
far wore magnillcent.'especinlly as this 
was practically the' first Vancouver 
Island publicity campaign. 

'■'Money fallts,"- said !Mr. Chapman. 
"What has.to be -dono' can't bo accom- 
plished on \varm air."o He.liad never 
witnessed .a moret sratjfylng. spirit of 
unity ■ as - was-' evident ' on Vancouver 
island and he was conlldont that tho 
movement would prove a huge suc- 
cess. 

He advised A''lctorlans to drag every 
Individual possible from the Sound to 
their city during the sunimel-. As the 
work progressed Its effect would be 
felt. The people themselves would 
learn things abotit the l.sland of which 
thqy had never dreamed. There could 
be-no nobloi; occupation, he contended, 
tKan';the'ehdeavdr' to: shape out a fu- 
ture for- one's own heritage. -v Within 
the lives of those present 'would .be 
felt the benciits of population;' -Jdf 
growth, and of advanced civlllzatlori.' 
The Anglo-Saxon brotherhood In tho 
Paclllc Northwest was entitled to and 
eventually would grasp the leadership 
of tho civilized world. (Enthusiastic 
applause.) 

E. AIcGaffoy, whom Mayor Hall in- 
troduced lis u young man who had 
beqn associated with some of the lead- 
ing men of the United States, and Who 
had come-iNorth with Air. Chapman to 
take part In .the publicity, work no,w 
about to be undertaken here, expressed 
his conviction that Vancouver Island, 
with Its remarkable climate and Its 
great resources, must one day become 
one of tho greatest districts in the 
world. He could hardly consider him- 
self a stranger when ho found him.self 
addressing an Anglo-Saxon audience. 
In the words of Klr)ling he miglitsay, "I 
am with mine own people." From what 
he ha.s already experienced of Victo- 
ria's climate and the hearty reception 
given him, he believed the old saving, 
"See Naples and Die," might well be 
changed to "See Victoria and Live." 
In the old days It was "Westward the 
Star of Empire takes its way," Today 
It is "Northwestward the Star of Em- 
pire has Its way." Commenting on tho 
beauties of Victoria, Mr. McGaffey 
declared that the people of the Middle 
States have no Idea of tho magnlllcent 
climate, scenery and untold resources 
of Vancouver l.sland. He had hoard It 
said that Vancouver island Is an out- 
post of Empire. In loyalty to tho Em- 
pire and devotion to the government, 
It really Is, but In opportunities, in Its 
'illimitable resources, it might well be 
called i^i Empire within itself. 

A Veritable Eden. 
Referring to tho Lsland as a veritable 
Eden, Mr. McGafCey declared that the 
presence of the ladies was a great in- 
spiration and he called upon the fair 
sex to Join heartily in the movement 
and assist to the hcnt of their power. 
Turning to tho practical side of the 
movement, Mr. McGaffey pointed out 
the necessity of the persistent and en- 
thusiastic support of every member of 
the league, of co-operation among the 
members, of judicious and extensive 
advertisement of tho Island's great re- 
source.s and no effort should be s^pared 
to induce tho caijitallst to com(> here 
and Invest. But tlie facts should not 
be overstated. Rather would be bet- 
ter to understate them. If people 
come here and find that the actual 
condition of affairs Is not what thev 
have been led to expect they will not 
remain but Instead will be Inclined 
to run down the country. Labor is 
the dynamo which moves tho wheels 
of progress and capital tho hand whlcli 
si^ts it In motion. To bring the right 
kind of labor and capital hero there 
must be consistent work done by the 
league. 'J'here must be either progress 
or retrogression. The cllv and island 
cannot stand still. It must be under- 
stood that Victoria cannot grow wlth- 
oijt a corresiionding Increase In tho 
island. The one means tlie other. 
Generous Response 
S!:uon Leiser, pre.sldent of tho board 
of trade, was heartily received. He 
outlined the slops which have been 
taken towards tho foi-mation of tiie 
Vancouver Island Development League 
an. I the response wliicli has iieen made 
to tho call f(n- funds. Already there had 
been over $10,000 subscribed for two 
jei.r.v. The city would, ho was sure, 
give tin.' Leiigiie .fu.ooo and another 
JfiiOOO cuiild, he believed, bo raised. 
The Victoria League had even receiv- 
ed a subscription of $.'.00 from a gen- 
tleman residing In Vancouver who has 
the Interests of this city at heart, who 
hud Huld "You are waking uj) In Vic- 
toria at Inst. I am glad to so-;; it." 

The plans of the committee had boon 
hikl .so that tho best Interests of Van- 
couver Island as a whole should bo 
served. The government had been ap- 
proachod and tho neces.sity of trails 
bouig opened had been Imprcaed upon 
It. I'lio government had expected that 
tho representatives of the League would 
ask for about $100,000 biil tiioy did not 
do BO. They asked for $.')0,000 and It Is 
pretty certain that tho amount will be 
•forthcoming. 

Referring to Mr. McGaffey, Mr. Lol-

— Tho practical ro- 
KUlt of the groat National Missionary 
Congress which concluded here yester- 
day was the unanimous and ontluisi- 
astlc adoption of a reiiort defining mis- 
alonary policy nnd responsibility of 
every "denomination lij the I'rotestant 
church tln-ougliout tlio longtli and 
breadth of the Deminiou and of New- 
foundland. 

This report which is bound to ranll 
among the most Important of hlstorlu 
documents relating to tlio Clu-lstlan 
church, puts on record tlio lioUot of tlm 
representatives of all the Protestant 
denominations that tho church of thla 
generation should undertake to obej 
literally tho command of Christ to 
pie.'ieli the gospel to every creature; 
lliat every layman of tho church l.^ 
equjilly responHi".)Io with every minister 
to woric to the full measure of his abil- 
ity in this caUso; tiiat tho clear dutj 
of tlie churclK'B of Canada Is to evan- 
gelize all resldonts and Inunlgrnntu In 
tho Dominion and to provide for the 
evangelization of ■10,000,000 lieathen; 
(hat $1,SOO,000 annually must be pro- 
vklrd for home nilHsion work and 
$.'1,200,000 annually for foreign; that a 
permanent secretary must bo cng.agsd 
to superintend tho work and the collec- 
tion of necCHBary money.

HERE AND THERE 



Among those, engaged ln;the building 
of Cahadni- noneXarevdoing better woilc 
than the Icelanders. Industrious, 
thrifty, intelligent and tawabidlnc, 
they liave proved themselves excel- 
lent colonizers. Thougli they are in- 
tensely patriotic and cherish tlie tradi- 
tions that have come down to llieni 
from a long line of ancestors they learn 
the languase and adopt the customs o£ 
tlie country with .surprlslnR quicltness, 
and to all outward appearances the 
clilldren . of immigrants from Iceland 
are as good .Canadians .aa, the .descend- 
ants ■ of those; !Wh6Veam'e.^a'' hundred 
years ago, or morerfrom' Bngland, Ire- 
land or Scotland. There are few chil- 
dren who have not been ■ interested 
In the descriptions of this far north- 
ern Island with its burning niountalns 
and Its boiling aprlnga. But still more 
Interesting is the hi-story ot Its people. 

Alfred the Great had scarcely begun 
his heroic struggle with the Danes 
in England wlien a band of the same 
llerce but noblo and brave race took 
possession of the lonely island on the 
borders of the Arctic ssohe. Xlnllko the 
nearer Island of Great Britain, the 
Island remained a Danish pos.sesalon. 
Protected In their nortliern fiistne.sn 
from the attacks of enemies the pe(j- 
]ile .showed it la possible to wrest a 
livelihood from the stormiest seas and 
llio most Inhospitable of soils. But 
the spirit ot the VlkinK.s long survived 
among the Icelander.'^. Eric the RlmX 
crossed the stormy Atlantic long be- 
fore the dream of a shorter road to 
India tempted Columbus to malce his 
voyage over the tropical seas that lay 
between Spain and the Gulf of Mexico. 
The Icelander landed on what has ever 
.■^'.nce been known as Greenland and. 
If the sagos speak truthfully, estab- 
lished a colony there. His son Lelf 
turned his jirow south and whether in 
Nova Scotia or in Massachusetts 
found a spot so sheltered that ho 
gave It the name of Vlneland. On 
their way the voyagers discoved the 
"land of forests," whlcli must certain- 
ly have been some part of Canada. 
Anotlior ot these se.a rovers found his 
way to England while still another 
ha.^ left an account of an expedition 
to JCjImerlck and' of- the trade pursued 
and the wars waged with the brave 
.'-outhern chieftains. Nor was the re- 
ligious enthusiasm of a succeeding 
ago wanting among the Icelanders for 
we are told of Jorsolafarl, who made 
a pilgrimage to the Holy Land. 

Whether with the Crusaders that 
spirit of adventure died out or whether 
the struggle with the elements was 
sufflclent, as well it might be, for 
the strength ot tlic hardiest, the Ice- 
landers of more modern times were 
known to travellers chiefly as a peo- 
ple who spent the long evenings of 
winter In educating their, children and 
among whoni. 'were preserved the- Ibg- 
ends arid • traditions of the Scandina- 
vian race. 

Thirty- live years ago the island was 
brought Into prominence by tlie cele- 
bration of the thousandeth anniversary 
of its settlement. In this commemora- 
tion the King of Denmark and learned 
men of many countries Joined. A now 
and freer form ot government was 
graiited by the Danish king to his 
Icelandic subjects. But a spirit of 
political unrest seems since to have 
taken possession of the people of Ice- 
land. They were not satlslied with 
their position as a colony. Though 
there, are but a hundred thousand In- 
habitants on the Island they differ 
as greatly in their political opinions 
as those of much larger communities. 
After many nerce disputes between 
radicals and conservatives a Danish- 
Icelandic commission was formed. This 
body agreed that no measure should 
become law in Iceland till it was 
agreed upon by both Danish and Ice- 
landic parliaments. Even this did noi 
satisfy the majority of the people of 
this northern colony. They desire that 
the island shall be governed by its 
own parliament, only acknowledging 
the sovereignty of Denmark's king. 
This the Danish government Is not 
dlsiiosed to grant. There wUl be 
many of their countrymen in Canada 
who will watch with Interest the 
struggle for Independence of the Ice- 

• • * 

Parents cannot be too careful con- 
cerning tlie books which their children 
read. Especially is tliis the case with 
the older boys and girls. It seems 
incredible that men and women should 
be so wicked as to write or to circu- 
late books whicli will do harm to in- 
nocent children. But that there are 
miscreants who, for the sake of gain 
will do both has been proved but 
lately. 

The action of the teachers in the 
high school who have forojed the 
nucleus of an excellent library cannot 
be too highly Lommended. The very 
best way to prevent boys and girls 
from reading bad or useless books is 
to give them plenty of good ones. 
Children will read as naturally as 
they win cat. There are few boys and 
girls who, us they are entering man- 
hood or womanhood, have not a vor- 
acious appetite for reading. Teachers 
and parents are inclined to try to 
cliock the practice. U interferes with 
lessons and with work and often In- 
jures the health. While this may bo 
true and while children ought to 
learn that too much reading Is quito 
as bad for the mind as too much eat- 
ing is for the body, still more can bo 
done by wise direction of a child's 
reading than bj' forbidding It. There 
is far less danger of overloading the 
stomach with plain wholesome food 
tiran with highly seasoned dainties. In 
the same way there is comparatively 
little fear that a young person will 
bo hurt by reading too many good 
books, but both mind and morals may 
be Irretrievably ruined by bad or 
worthless tales. 

* • • 

There ought to bo a far greater 
variety and a larger number of books 
suitable for young people in our pub- 
lic library. It is from this source 
tliat most of tliG young men and wo- 
men get tlie hook.s tlicy read. The 
lads who are lenrlng trades or work- 
ing in factories and the girls who 
work at homo or in tho various places 
of business take', their books from the 
library. These constitute far the most 
Important class of;: readers , so far as 
the futtiro. Is, cohberrted. -What the 
mature men i^nA worhdii. who frequent 
the readriig. rodms or ylslt, the.' library 
read Is' of', far less .cb^seqpehce ^han 
what forms the .miphtal^ nourishment 
of the youhg," people. :, Thelr'.prlholples 
are ' lifted arid.ljthelr •■ habjts ; fotinbd. 
The citizens' ifehould 'see not, only that 
there are good; books; tor, tHeVe young 
readeris but that: Ujer^ are many copies 
of the best works, i ThoVllbrary rioeds 
a good children's 'reiEidlh'g; room.' Very 
few of the boys': care;\'.to*t"ake their 
places among th©' grown "up'' men in 
tho largo reading rootn.- ■More of the 
giris go to the women's room. But 
there Is little' for them there.' There 



might be copies of' all the delightful 
periodicals for children on the tables 
and 'books that they could get for 
ruferencc. This ^vould necessitate the 
presence of an attendant. But tlio 
outlay would bo well worth while. If 
the education received ip the schools 
lias been of any ", upe boys and girls 
will want to read after leaving them 
and in this new country few ijuople 
have libraries .si> extensive that the 
clilldren are not the better for hav- 
ing access to a good library. 

i» * . 

In tills connection It would be well 
if those who have tho solectiun and 
managuinent of most of the Sunday 
scliool libraries were to e.xerci.so 
greater dlscrinilnatlon. While In lliosu 
collentlons there are no bad books in 
the ordinary sense of the term, there 
are many that are very useless. A 
young lady, a few days since, said 
she had just llnlshed reading twenty- 
eight volumes written by one of tho 
anonymous authors whoso books lUI 
the shelves of tho book stores. ' One 
could not help wondering what df real 
value she had acquired during the 
prectoua titnd she had devoted to such 
reading,: j.iilfe-: Is. .very? short, . and tho 
world of bdoks' is so largo that few 
of us can lioper'to explore- more than a 
vory small, corner of It. In this jour- 
ney many parents and more children 
depend on the librarian as a trust- 
worthy guide. Those who select the 
bo(.iks for any public library have a 
great responsibility. 

Tilt! editor of 10vorymaii,'s I^lbrary is 
doing a great service for ICngllsh 
speaking roadi-rs. .Among the nicely 
biHinil and well iiriiUod \-iiluinos are to 
be found very many of the best books 
In the language. .Moro are being add- 
ed every yoai'. Tlio |irico is moilorato. 
Parents who wish to add to the vol- 
umes on tho clilldron's bookshelves 
and are in doubt wliat to buy can 
scarcely err by asking for tliis edi- 
tion. Any discriminating saUsniaii 
will be able to name the volumes 
Biioclally suitable for ch!ldri.>n. While 
these are many jiaronts wlio do not 
need such jl guide, tlien! are others to 
whom it is of groat value.

How to Burn Sulphur. 

For dlKinfocting a room, or extor- 
nilnatliig insects in v,-alls and floors, 
every crack or crevice must be closed 
with paper pasted over, or the 
cracks stuffed, so as to make the room 
as near alr-tlglit as possible. Then 
l)ut a big iron Icottle in tho middle of 
tlie room, lay a brick or two In the 
bottom, and on this set an old seam- 
less pan or skillet, and pour Into it 
about a iiound of .sulphur, pour :ui 
ounce of alcohol over it, stick a short 
fuse In the sulidiur, set (Ire to It, and 
go outside at once, closing the door; In 
a few minutes look In through the 
slightly-opened door to see if the sul- 
phur is burning, and when assured, 
close tightly, and leave closed for 
twenty -four hours ;then open, and air 
well before using. The fumes of sul- 
phur are' very .polsonCiiis and on no 
account should be' Inhaled. ' 



On Crystals. 

One of the greatest mysteries in tho 
world Is the growth of crystals, and 
one of the most, delightful occupations 
of men of science Is the search for the 
crvstalllc forms that adorn the mu- 
seums of geology and mineralogy. 
There Is something almost startling in 
the suggestion of litollke forces pre- 
sented by tho regular shapes of many 
crystals. 

There is a remarkable rcsend>lance 
betw-een crystalline growth and the 
growth of animals and plants, espe- 
cially with reference to tho power of 
healing and repairing Injuries. 

If some of the lowest and simplest 
form.s of animal life are torn asunder, 
they are not killed, but eacii separate 
part grows Into a perfect animal form, 
in jilants this power is much more 
completely developed, while crystals 
possess it to an astonishing degree. It 
has even been shown that a crystal 
that has been,lnjured. will, under some 
circumstances, suspend -jts^ growth over 
tho remainder of Its surface until the 
Injured part has been repaired. Vet 
there is no real life in the crystal, but 
simply a force that causes its pavli- 
olos to arrange themselves In gco- 
metrk- forms. 

Some crystals, it Is believed, havo 
had their growth suspended durln.g 
millions of y(>ais. after w-lilch enor- 
mous lapse of timi- the growth has 
been renewed. Such a jirocoss Avould 
1)0 impossible to animals and plants, 
altliougli some imaginative story writ- 
ers have treated their readers to won- 
dorfnl accounts of suspended anima- 
tion in man. 

In one respect. It has been pointed 
out, crystals iiosscss a great advan- 
tage over human beings — they are able 
to renew their youth. This is not 
because they have discovered a coun- 
terpart 9f the marvelous fountain that 
Ponce do Leon so vainly searched for, 
but because the forces of crystallza- 
tion are able to renew their action 
even after the greater part of a cry- 
stal has been destroyed through age 
or accident

The opening of tho game selected la 
termed tho Queen's Knight's opening 
in which tho llrst player- brings out 
his Q's Kt to QB3 after each has moved 
1 PK4 PK4, is essentially the most im- 
portant novelty Introduced into prac- 
tice during tho nineteenth century. As 
early as 1842 Major von Jaenlscli call- 
ed attention to Its danger in his

His invention was ably worked out by 
Max Lange iri 1855 -and Falkbcer's 
contribution of a series of searching 
articles, which appeared in the Berlin 
Chess Zeitung, 1S57, led to the recog- 
nition of this Important debut amongst 
the category of legitimate openings. 

During the last llfty years of Its 
history there have been several off- 
shoots from tlu! parent stem.

No serious slgnlfl- 
cancQ is attached to the announco- 
mont that four more Dreadnoughts 
may possibly, under certain circum- 
stances, be laid down, because tills 
clauay ia reganlcd as u worthloi^s con- 
cession to Ursltsh public opinion, 
v/hich demand.'! the absolute maiiiton- 
ancG of naval supremacy lU all costs. 

Those provisional terms for more 
Drendnonghts arc regarded as a clever 
device to soothe the coiisclonco of those 
Liberals who realize that the ship- 
building programme In It.'j orlijlnal 
form docs not luU'Ciee. 

Trained Crows Noedod 

According to tho information of 
Gorman experts, the weakness of the 
Brltih naval iirogrammo for the year 
lies In Us failure lo provide trained 
crews to man th(.' new battlcshiim. Tho 
opinion prevails hero that while IJritaln 
possesses a magnificent llect, built of 
the finest material and e(iulpped In 
every rosjiect In uecordniico with the 
nocesaltlea of modern warfare, she has 
not the trained crews to man them. 

Tho dangerous weakness of tho Bri- 
tish navy In this respect la well known 
to the German government, and leads 
German naval men to conclude that 
the British supremacy in the North 
sea would not be so absolute In reality 
as it Is on paper. 

British Power Chimerical 

It Is thought hero that every new 
battleship laid down by Britain Is 
practically useless, unless provision be 
made at tho samn time to train the 
full complement of crews to handle 
them under war conditions. 

Immense sums devoted to new 
Dreadnoughts are, therefore, regarded 
as so much waste, because no provision 
has been made to supply tho men 
whose efficiency transforms them Into 
useful weapons of war. For this and 
other reasons, therefore, tho British 
naval power Is regarded by tho Ger- 
mans as something of a chimera.

F ROM LY NN CANAL 

Wireless Telearaphio. Apparatus On 
C.P.R. Liner Works At 
Great Distances 



The steamer. Princess May, Capjteln 
McLood, first of the C. P. R. steamers 
to ha\-e wireless apparatus in opera- 
tion on board, arrived last night and 
landed at the Enterprise wharf, the 
dock space at the C. P. B. wharves 
being filled. Tho Princess May liad a 
lino passage from Skagway and North- 
ern British Columbia ports, bringing 
66 passengers. Tlio wireless tclegraiih 
apparatus installed by tho United 
"Wireless company with J. McClene- 
ghan as wireless operator worked with 
great satisfaction during tlio voyage, 
some remarkable distances being 
made. When tho steamer was north 
of 'Wrangol narrow she entered Into 
communication with a -wireless tele- 
graph station at Eureka, Cal., a dis- 
tance of over 1,500 miles. On an- 
other occasion when tho ideamer was 
in Queen Charlotte sound she spoke 
with a steamer crossing out from tho 
Columbia river. 

Tlio trials made by tho wireless 
operator of the Princess May con- 
vinced him tliat the government sta- 
tion at Cape Lazo is not in the best 
position, and also of the need of fur- 
ther stations at points like Alert Bay 
and Prince Rupert, and probably an in- 
tervening station If vessels equipped 
with wireless apparatus are to be In 
constant communication. Owing to tho 
position of tho station at Capo Lazo 
it l,=i impossiblo to communicate with 
it from distances of any great mag- 
nitude. Although unable to exchange 
messages with Cape Iia',50 from .lolm- 
Kton straits the o])erator on the Prin- 
cess I\Iay spolie with Friday harljor on 
San .luan Island.
